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n 2010, a decision was made by the 

County of Suffolk to widen the most easterly 
portion of County Road 39 from the North Sea 
Road intersection to where the road ends at 
Hampton Road further to the east. When the 
time came in 2012 to stripe all the lanes, it was 
secretly decided to build a passing lane down 
the middle and then two lanes eastbound, but 
just one lane westbound. That would mean 
many more cars would head into the eastern 
villages of the Hamptons, but fewer would be 
going out, since, in fact, there’s no other direct 
way out. The work was completed in the spring 
of 2013. 

The idea behind all this, of course, was to 
help the economy. By that time, we were all 
mired in the fourth year of the Great Recession, 
and many stores were struggling to make 
ends meet. Particularly in East Hampton and 
Amagansett that year, as many as half the stores 
in the downtowns closed in the wintertime. 
Many merchants moved out altogether, leaving 
FOR RENT signs placed in the windows by the 
landlords. These were desperate times and 
these were desperate measures. 

It’s fair to say that the summer of 2013

proved the effectiveness of this lane decision. 
East of Hampton Road, there were almost 
constant traffic jams as the motorists jockeyed 
to make their way through Water Mill and 
Bridgehampton. Most of the stores rallied and 
rebounded. Not only was the summer of 2013 
as good a year for the merchants as any in 
recent memory, but in some cases merchants 
were absolutely overwhelmed with customers 
lined up out the front doors. Parking in the 
lots in East Hampton and Amagansett was very 
difficult. Montauk was booming. | recall several 
times driving into downtown East Hampton to 
do a little shopping, only to drive around, fail to 
find a place to park, and then drive back home 
to my house on Three Mile Harbor Road to try 
another day. 

As a result of this overwhelming success, 
Suffolk County is this fall re-thinking the way 
this road will be striped for the upcoming 
year. They have held three meetings about 
this already and will soon decide whether 
to leave the two-lanes-in-and-one-lane-back-out 
situation for 2014, or change it so it’s one lane 
in and two lanes back out. 

The dramatic reversal of our fortunes in 
the summer of 2013 suggests that making the 
change could be like playing with fire. With

two lanes heading back out, it could be the 
equivalent of having a plug pulled. The crowds 
of people who came to the eastern towns in 
the Hamptons in 2013 and who are still here, 
rattling around, unable to get out, might just 
rush out toward New York City in a thundering 
herd, emptying out the towns as quickly as the 
current situation got them jammed in. 

“It’s a very delicate business,” said one county 
legislator. “One thought we had was to do it only 
as a half measure—that is to say, leaving things 
as they are for the first half of the summer, but 
then reversing things for the last half. Trouble 
is that this could upset people quite a bit. First 
of all, we’d have to shut down the road to 
re-stripe the lines in the middle of the summer 
for two days. Second of all, motorists might get 
confused at the sudden change and be driving 
one way or another in the wrong lane. We’ve 
pretty much rejected that option.” 

The legislature expects to hold at least two 
and possibly three more meetings through to 
the end of this calendar year and then make 
a decision on which way to go, so to speak, 
sometime in January. 

This is a tough one. We wish County Legislator 
Jay Schneiderman and his cohorts all the best 
in making this difficult decision. &&

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Reading Dan’s Papers Literary Prize Essays in Southampton

he first of what will be six monthly readings 

of select essays entered in the Dan’s Papers 
$6,000 Literary Prize competition was held 
last Saturday evening in the ugh room of the 
Southampton Inn. 

The setting could not have been more 
appropriate for literary readings. There was 
a roaring fire. Canapés were served and there 
was a bar off to one side. About 30 guests sat 
on couches and easy chairs in anticipation of 
hearing the essays read aloud by their authors 
from a lectern adjacent to the grand piano 
in the room. Classical music attended the 
readings prior to arrival of guests at 5 p.m. and 
as they left at 7 p.m. As this writer, who emceed 
the event, commented to those attending, this 
was the sort of gathering that might have been 
held in the 18th or 19th century to enjoy the 
work of an accomplished artist, followed by 
food and wine and conversation. 

The literary competition has been held now 
for two summers, in 2012 and 2013, and will again 
begin in the spring of 2014. Writers contribute 
short works of nonfiction that reference the 
eastern end of Long Island in a meaningful way. 
About 400 people entered the event in the first 
year and a similar number entered in 2013. 

This first reading was certainly the keystone 
event of all the upcoming readings. It featured 
the winner of the 2012 competition, James K. 
Phillips, as well as the 2013 winner, Susan Duff, 
reading their works. 


Phillips, a Shinnecock Indian, 
read an expanded version of his 
winning essay, “Magic Shirts,” that 
had the audience spellbound. He 
is a competitive dancer at Indian 
powwows around the country, and 
in the springtime, before the series 
of these large gatherings begin, the 
women of the Shinnecock tribe, 
create for him his native regalia 
from leather, cloth, ribbons and 
beads that they weave and sew by 


hand. Phillips, grateful for what they SeRpeUe Janies K. Phillips : 


do, considers their work magical, and 

in appreciation wrote his essay describing 
exactly how the work was done. His oldest 
sister accompanied him to the reading, and 
at the cocktail party afterwards, my wife and 
I learned that her son, now in his 20s, is a bull 
rider at rodeos and keeps horses and steers 
out at the reservation here in Southampton to 
practice his craft. 

Duff, who wrote the winning essay in 2013, 
“Moving Through Water,” is a resident of 
Springs and wrote about her efforts to help 
her husband through a medical condition that 
threatened to result in his being unable to 
walk. She attributes his remarkable recovery 
to the swimming they came to enjoy during his 
rehabilitation, swimming that takes place on 
the narrow peninsula of Louse Point in Springs, 
where it’s possible to swim in two bodies of 
water each day—Gardiner’s Bay and Accabonac 
Harbor—just a few dozen yards from each 


other. Her husband, a handsome 
man with a distinguished black 
beard, accompanied her to the 
reading and sat there proudly near 
the lectern, smiling and enjoying 
as she read, attended by a cane 
nearby, which he seems to use only 
part of the time. After she read 
her essay, he stood to a round of 
¢ applause.

t’s an established fact that the work of a poet 

or painter generally is worth more after they 
die. Especially if they die young. Just ask the 
English poets Byron, Keats or Shelley, who all 
died by the age of 36, or, more locally, Jackson 
Pollock, who died in a car accident in Springs 
when he was 44. 

The eastern end of Long Island is filled with 
struggling artists and writers who chug along, 
hoping against hope that this will not be their 
fate. Or that it will. What is to happen to the 
paintings or sculpture they create after they 
are gone? The very thought of them being 
taken to the dump or given away at a yard sale 
can frighten someone enough to think about 
walking in front of a truck in their early 30s. 
Usually, however, the self-preservation instinct 
reins this all in. 

Well, you can always give away what you’ve 
done to your children and friends, whether they 
like it or not. 

I can think of two cases involving people out 
here, however, where those who didn’t quite 
make it big have taken matters into their own 
hands.

If Your Sculpture Doesn’t End Up in a Museum, Pay Them to Take It 


Some people may recall a gift made to the 
town of East Hampton 10 or 15 years ago by the 
widow of a local sculptor, who asked only that 
a series of sculptures by the artist be displayed 
forever and ever on the property being donated. 
The sculptures would be there on display, and 
everybody is happy, except for other sculptors 
who did not have that happen to them. 

The other happened just last week. The will of 
a wealthy 84-year-old woman, a sculptor of little 
note, who died in Manhattan in April, was read, 
and in it was found instructions as follows: 

“The Trustee shall pay from the trust 
income and/or principal an amount up to TEN 
THOUSAND DOLLARS ($10,000) per work of 
Artistic Property given to a gallery, museum, 
school, and/or other cultural institution, on the 
condition that such institution agrees to display 
and exhibit such work of Artistic Property on 
a regular basis.” Although the word gallery 
appears in the final will, it was amended later to 
eliminate the word gallery from the list. 

The artistic work consisted of 70 large

New York magazine, the New York Daily News 
and the New York Post. The woman is on her 
way. 

The woman is Mary Lincoln Bonnell. She 
was married to Joseph Clark Jr., the wealthy 
son of Pennsylvania Senator Joseph Clark. 
Ms. Bonnell lived on Fourth Avenue and 12th 
Street in Manhattan and was a visitor to the 
Hamptons. Her sculptures were exhibited in the 
Elaine Benson Gallery in Bridgehampton and, 
in the late 1950s, at the famous Signa Gallery 
in East Hampton, during the few years it was in 
business. She was exhibited at Guild Hall in East 
Hampton one year, but none of the work sold. 
Nor did any other of her sculptures sell, as near 
as anybody can tell. 

The couple never had any children. And when 
Mr. Clark died in 2001, Ms. Bonnell was just 
another little old lady (Continued on next page)

living in Manhattan. As she aged, she became 
more housebound. There was a woman, Joan 
Horsford, who had been her caretaker for years. 
She doted on her cat, Amy. She was a friendly 
lady that people liked. But she died in a fire in 
the bedroom of her apartment on April 17. 

The race is on. What constitutes “frequent 
basis?” What exactly is a “cultural institution?” 
And who decides exactly what “up to $10,000” 
is to be paid? Well that decision is overseen 
by the trustee of her estate, Herbert Nass. 
Obviously the Metropolitan Museum of Art is 
worth $10,000. But maybe the Bupkis Museum 
of Whirligigs and Sculpture in Podunk, Indiana 
is worth $50. It’s up to him, I suppose.

her alive—it’s her bid for immortality.” 
Photographs of the work have appeared in 
the media. The sculptures are, frankly, quite 
beautiful and delicate. They are made of bronze 
and other materials, look almost like works of 
nature, and there’s a sort of soaring quality 
about them. I’d be out there selling them to 
museums in the area myself, but one of the 
first three already placed went to Guild Hall in 
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East Hampton, according to the New York Post, 
so we’ve got our share. The other two went to 
NYU Law School ($2,000, if you ask me) and 
the Historic Hudson Valley Society (I’d give 
50 cents.) There’s 67 more to be placed. 

If there’s money left over after ten years have 
passed, it all goes to Ms. Bonnell’s cousins in 
Nebraska. 

Remember the name. Mary Lincoln Bonnell. 

Another item in the news this week has 
involved a Jackson Pollock painting, possibly 
worth $50 million or maybe more if experts can 
agree he painted it, or maybe $50,000 if there 
is little agreement and it is only “attributed” 
to Jackson Pollock. I use the word agreement 
because the person who supposedly painted it 
and the person who says the painter personally 
gave it to her as a gift—so “now you have 
a Jackson Pollock”—are dead. Agreeing one 
way or another is the best anybody can 
do. At the present time, this painting is in 
consignment at Phillips auction house in 
Manhattan. 

The person who claimed to have received 
the freshly painted Pollock from its maker 
is Ruth Kligman, a young woman who, at 
age 26, was Jackson Pollock’s lover in his 
final year before he died in that car crash 
in 1956. : 

She was very public about her affair with 
Pollock after he died. There are photos of the 
two together. She was in the car crash with 
him. She later wrote a book about their love 
affair. She claims his wife, Lee Krasner, caught 
them having their affair. Kligman tried to get the 
painting—“Red, Black & Silver”’—recognized 
as a Pollock, but the board that had been 
established by Krasner to authenticate her 
husband’s works rejected it. 

According to last Monday’s New York Times, 
there is now a battle going on between Krasner’s 
estate and Kligman’s estate about whether this 
is really a Pollock. 

But the news now is that a forensics expert 
hired by Kligman’s estate says he has found 
good reason to believe it was made at Pollock’s 
house in Springs. This man, Nicholas D.K. 
Petraco, a retired detective, has examined the 


_ painting, taken tiny samples of what has turned 


out to be a piece of the shoes Pollock died in, 
and has found, among other things, a white 
polar bear hair embedded in it. Is there a white 
polar bear at the Pollock-Krassner house? Their 
home is now a museum. And yes, there is. It is 
in the attic, but was used as a rug in the days 
the Pollocks (and Ms. Kligman, at the time) 
lived there. 

Is it $50,000 or $50,000,000? We will soon see.

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Gen GRA TSO'S CHICKEN 
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The General 


A History and Discussion of a Famous Chinese General’s Chicken

"y ne of my favorite Chinese dishes is General 
Tso’s Chicken. There is a sticky, sweet red 
sauce that is slathered over pieces of chicken 
that is delicious. It goes great over rice. Many 
people I know like General Tso’s Chicken. 
_ Sometimes when | eat a food named after a 
person, | try to imagine that person. I’ve eaten 
General Tso’s Chicken for 40 years. | imagine in 
ancient times, more ancient than any western 
-civilization times, General Tso arrives at his 
campfire after a battle and, when asked what he 
wants to eat, tells them “the usual,” and so they 
make him his chicken. 

1 wonder whether he had invented this 
chicken dish. Perhaps when he was younger, 
just a colonel or before that a lieutenant, 
slashing his way through enemy forces, he 
was thinking about the campfire that he could 
retire to and, perhaps, this dish he’d cook up 
for the rest of his forces. He’d pass it around. 
Everyone’s all hot and sweaty. There’s hot tea. 

It wasn’t General Tso’s Chicken then, and I 
don’t even think it was Colonel Tso’s Chicken. 
It was probably just called, by his friends, Tso’s 
Chicken. And everyone happily slapped him on 
the back after they ate it. And then, when he 


became the general and he ruled over all the 


land, the news of his delicious chicken, General 
Tso’s Chicken, spread far and wide. He didn’t 


have to cook it then. He was the General. His 
soldiers. would cook it for him. His soldiers 
didn’t have much in those days, but they had 
his chicken. It was the least they could do. 

Well, these are just the things ] think about 
when I eat this chicken. Thank you, sir. 

So then the other day, I did some research to 
find out just how close to the mark I was about 
this. Turns out, General Tso was a real person, 
though Tso was just a nickname. His real name 
was General Zuo Zongtang and he was born in 
1812 and died in 1885. 

What was going on in China during those 
days? Well, they were interesting times. The 
Qing Dynasty was in power from before he was 
born until well after he died. They did things big 
time in China even then. The Qings took over in 
1644. They lasted until 1912. 

It’s likely that Tso fought the British in the First 
Opium War in 1840 and helped the Chinese win. 
He would have been 28 at the time. Probably 
just a lieutenant. He would surely have been 
promoted to general by 1850, when the Qings 
had to put down the Taipei Rebellion. He would 
have been 38 when it started. It went on for 
nearly 14 years, till the Taipings were squashed. 
So General Tso was 51 when it was over. I would 
think he surely must have been making his 
chicken by that time.

But now I also have learned that there are 
naysayers about this, that it is very possible 
that General Tso never made any chicken, had 
nothing to do with this chicken and hadn’t even 
known about this chicken. Isn’t it also true that 
Betsy Ross did not make that first flag? These 
things are hard to believe. 

In recent years, people have gone to Hunan 
Province to track down the legend of General 
Tso’s Chicken. I'm not kidding. They really 
did this. Check Wikipedia. They went to his 
hometown, Xiangyin, and they found that 
nobody eats General Tso’s chicken, or even 
heard of it there. They went to the capital of 
Hunan, Changsha, and it is the same story. They 
even interviewed descendants of General Tso— 
1885, which is when he died, is not that long 
ago, after all—and not one of his descendants 
said they ever heard of General Tso’s Chicken, 
much less that it has filtered down through the 
family as something the great General invented. 
And they certainly didn’t eat it. When having it

to them, they said it was too sweet.) 

These investigators, however, continued 
along their way, eating General Tso’s chicken 
as they went. Eventually people came up with 
two other stories about this chicken that | 
personally take as an absolute affront to the 
memory of this great general. 

One story—and a woman named Eileen Yin- 
Fei Lo has written a cookbook that explains 


this—suggests that the name comes not from 
General Zuo Zongtang, but to a phrase in 
Mandarin that means “ancestral meeting hall.” 
In that language, a phrase “zongtang” refers to 
such a place. Now, ancestral meeting hall it may 
be, but just guess who came in to cook it! Ha! 

Then there is this other story. Those believing 
this one say that General Tso’s Chicken is not 
Chinese at all! They claim it was created in New 
York City in 1977 by a chef named Peng Jia. This 
is outrageous! 

In this version, the proof is that there is no 
mention of General Tso’s chicken in China, that 
people in China still don’t eat General Tso’s 
chicken, and that what they really prefer is 
bland ancestral meeting hall chicken. 

The first credible mention of General Tso’s 
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Furniture “made to be handed down to future generations.” 
—The New York Times 
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chicken that they can find, anywhere, is in a 
New York Times article written in 1977 about 
this New York City restaurant chef Peng Jia. 

Peng Jia was born and raised in mainland 
China. He apprenticed to a famous early 20th 
century chef in China named Cao Jingchen. 
Then he became the banquet chef for General 
Chiang Kai-shek, who along with his armies was 
fighting a war against the Communists in China 
after World War II. General Chiang Kai-shek was 
actually the leader of China going into World 
War II. He led the country when it fought Japan 
in the 1930s. He backpedalled his troops before 
the overwhelming forces of the Japanese in the 
late 1930s and early 1940s, when Japan was 
allied with Nazi Germany. 


Years of history behind every bite 


After the war ended and China emerged from 
Japanese clutches, Chiang Kai-shek’s Nationalist 
party continued its battle with the Communists, 
under Mao Zedong. They fought for four years, 
and the Red Army drove Chiang Kai-shek and 
his troops off the Chinese mainland to Taiwan 
(called Formosa by the West at the time). It 
was now a standoff. Chiang Kai-Shek owned 
the island. Mao owned Communist China. 
Not fair, if you ask me. But it remains so to 
this day, although Chiang and Mao died of 
old age afterwards and their followers took 
over. 

No chicken was involved here. But then, in 
1973, chef Peng Jia emigrated to New York City, 
and opened a restaurant in 1977. 

And guess what? I find this hard to write. I 
write through my tears.

- season. A long line of decorated fire trucks 
begins at Windmill Lane and drives around the 
Village to Agawam Park for the annual Christmas 
tree lighting. A holiday party with Santa follows 
at the Southampton Cultural Center, where 
light refreshments are served. 

Southampton is transformed into a veritable 
winter wonderland as the season progresses, 
with a parade of small trees decorating Main 
Street and Jobs Lane. Southampton Country 
Holiday presents its annual “It’s a Wonderful 
Village” celebration from December 6-8. 
Enjoy a host of events throughout the village, 
including a three-day Christmas Marketplace 
at the Southampton Center. On December 7, 
children young and old can enjoy horse and 
buggy rides. Just up Hill Street, the annual 
windmill lighting at Stony Brook Southampton 
will occur on December 6. 

Also on November 30 is the annual lighting 
of the Montauk Lighthouse. The holiday 
celebration will include caroling and a visit 
from Santa. Clearly, St. Nick enjoys the holiday 
traditions on our narrow stretch of island. 
The celebrations continue the next day with 
Christmas at the Lighthouse. East Enders are 
invited to enjoy pony rides, hot cider and a “Ho! 
Ho! Ho!” from Santa. A rain date for the lighting 
is scheduled for December 7; and a rain date for 
Christmas at the Lighthouse is December 8. The 
lights will grace New York’s oldest lighthouse 
every night until New Year’s Day. 

Montauk Point on January 1 sees another 
tradition—the annual pilgrimage of Koreans and 
Korean-Americans to watch the first sunrise of 
the New Year. Korean culture calls for the first 
sunrise to be seen from the most eastern point 
possible, and Koreans from the New York metro 
area traditionally make the pre-dawn trip to 
Montauk Point to greet the sun and anticipate 
all that the New Year holds. 

On the North Fork, Greenport Village 
will host a tree lighting in Mitchell Park on 
November 29 at 5:30 p.m. Then, the Greenport 
Fire Department Christmas Parade will be on 
December 8 at 1 p.m. The weekend of December 
15, Greenport will play host to another new 
tradition—Shellabration. This second annual 
- event invites East Enders to keep it local by 
sampling and celebrating the freshly harvested 
Peconic Bay shellfish, paired with local wine. 

On December 7, Westhampton holds its 
annual Holiday WinterFest, with events around 
the village. Later that evening, Jews and 


Christians celebrate the 
holidays together at the 
annual Christmas tree and 
menorah lighting on the 
Village Green. 

East Hampton has its 
Santa Parade on December 
7 this year, and Santa will 
greet children after the 
parade at the Huntting Inn. 
The 24th Annual Holiday 
Tour of Inns, B&Bs and — 
Special Places follows Time to light the Big Duck! 
on December 14. Local 
properties, dolled up for the holidays, will be 
open from noon until 4 p.m. 


Sag Harbor also holds its 
annual windmill lighting on

Flight Control 

This is one of my all- 
time favorites. It checks 
all the boxes for a great 
game: free to install, 
simple to use, and highly 
addictive. In the game, 
you are looking down at 
different terrains showing 
landing strips and airports. For example, one 
level takes place on an aircraft carrier; another 
is set in the Australian outback. A series of 
planes and helicopters enter the screen from 
various angles. Some are faster, some slower. 
Your objective is to use your finger to trace a 
correct flight path, lining up the aircraft and 
guiding them to the appropriate location. 

Seems simple enough, and it is, until more 
and more planes start crowding the airspace. 
The fun lies in sorting out patterns and reacting 
to changing aircraft and conditions. This was 
one of the first phone games I ever bought, and 
I still come back to it from time to time. 


X-Plane Airliner 

If Flight Control is the Cessna of airplane 
games, then X-Plane Airliner is the 747. Wow, 
is this a sophisticated app. It puts you inside 
the cockpit of almost every commercial airliner 
available, from the Boeing 737 up to the Airbus 
A380. Your mission is to successfully take off 
and land from multiple major airports, which 
is not easy to do. Once airborne, your phone 
becomes a virtual yoke; tilt up and down, left 
and right to maneuver the plane. 

The beauty of this game lies in its details and 
complexity. The approach and takeoff from 
LaGuardia and JFK are pretty darn close to 
the real thing. There are airports from Seattle, 
Los Angeles, Chicago, Miami even Alaska. 
All of them feature different conditions and 
challenges. 

Then there are the planes themselves. 
Your cockpit has every major function right 
there, on your phone. Throttle, brakes, 
flaps, compass and things I’ve never heard 
of. Even the dashboard and dials are 
realistic. 

You can’ change views from cockpit to 
multiple exterior layouts, showing your plane 
flying upside down if you want. And yes, when 
you crash there’s a fairly spectacular fireball. 
Just make sure any nervous passengers aren’t 
looking over your shoulder. 

This is not the easiest game to play, and it’s 
not cheap. I paid $5.99 the iPhone version and 
the iPad game is $9.99. But if you’ve got the urge 
to fly, it’s worth the price. 


Skydiver Drop Zone 

If you prefer to jump out of planes instead of 
fly them, there are several games to give you 
a decent skydiving experience. Drop Zone is 
my favorite. A plane circles above the ground, 
revealing different jump targets. Tap the phone 
to jump out of the plane, then tilt your phone to 
guide it toward the target. 

The mechanics are slightly unsophisticated. 
But hey, it’s a game, and games are supposed 
to be fun. g&

The Sky’s the Limit over Thanksgiving 
Weekend! 


LONG ISLAND: Happy Thanksgiving—from space! 

On Thanksgiving Day, November 28, Comet ISON will round the sun, 
and soon after it may be visible in the predawn sky. Closer to earth, 
however, Macy’s famed Thanksgiving Day parade balloons may be 
grounded due to high winds. And, in other celestial news, a possible 
UFO was spotted in the Patchogue sky over the weekend. 

ISON is called a sungrazing comet because of how close to the sun 
it will be when it passes through—just 730,000 miles away from the 
sun. “As Thanksgiving rapidly approaches, I am hoping many of you 
will take a moment to step outside and gaze up at the predawn sky,” 
Southampton High School astronomy teacher Ryan Munkwitz says in a 
school bulletin. “[ISON] left the Oort cloud at least a million years ago 
and is expected to make many headlines during December after finally 
reaching the Sun.” . 

Munkwitz says the comet is expected to have “an incredible tail” if it 
survives its journey past the sun and it will be visible during predawn 
in December through January. Though, he acknowledges, “If it does not 
survive, it may break apart and fail to meet all the hype. 

“This is ISON’s first trip around the Sun, so it is pristine with elements 
from the early Solar System,” he continues. “Studying the gases that 
boil off will give us clues about the days when Earth was still being 
born...” 

Hopefully, the comet won’t be the only extraordinary object to grace 
our skies over the holiday. As of this writing, rumors are circulating 
that the balloons in the Macy’s Thanksgiving Parade may be grounded 
due to forecast of winds between 15 and 20 mph, with gusts between 30 
and 40 mph. Safety regulations set in 1998 ground balloons if winds are 
over 23 mph with gusts of 34 mph. 

In other extraordinary space-age news, there was a possible UFO 
sighting over Long Island this past weekend. As reported on NBC New 
York, multiple witnesses reported seeing an object fall from the skies 
between Patchogue and Sayville on Monday. No evidence of a plane 
crash was reported. Police suspect that the phenomenon was a model 
rocket or a flare.

Review: Jerry and the Mermaid

rom the outside, Riverhead’s Jerry & the 
Mermaid looks like a typical seaside bar/grill. 
-We went inside fully expecting to have a decent 


cheeseburger and French fries, but, like the mythical - 


mermaid, looks proved to be deceiving in the best 
way. 

The decor is nautically themed, and a television 
behind the bar and above the dining room mean 
customers can catch the game no matter where they 
sit. During the warmer months, there’s also seating 
on the heated patio. Hotel guests at the adjacent 
Hyatt can get takeout or delivery to their rooms. 
Owned by executive chef Jerry Dicecco, Jerry & the 
Mermaid is a storied North Fork gem, with delectable 
dishes for everyone. 

Jerry & the Mermaid’s extensive appetizer offerings 
are both sophisticated and varied. The yellowfin tuna 
tartare is not to be missed. The tartare is prepared 
with micro spinach from Satur Farms in Cutchogue, 
wasabi, aioli reduction and almonds, as well as sweet 
potato chips made in-house for scooping up the fresh 
and flavorful dish. Next, we tried The Mermaid Salad, 
with calamari and scungilli, olives, celery and red 
onion over mixed greens. Squeeze on some charred 
lemon to complete this sharp salad. On certain nights, 
as a special, the salad comes with Spanish octopus. 
When it comes to shellfish, every item on the menu is 
preceded by the word “local.” The steamers are dug 
at Mt. Sinai and the muscles come from Shinnecock 
Bay. Local scallops had just come into season. 


Clams casino, with mushroom, bacon, caramelized 
onions and thyme, makes a great start to any meal. 
Alternatively—or perhaps in addition, depending on 
appetite—the wild-caught oysters Rockefeller, with 
caramelized onion, chopped spinach, oyster liquor 
and béchamel, come four to a plate and are rich and 
saucy. Then there’s the soup. According to Dicecco, 
the most popular soup on the menu is seafood 
bisque, which has an unparalleled creamy taste. But 
Dicecco’s personal favorite is the New England clam 
chowder. It’s clear why—every bite of potato and 
clam shares the flavor of the bacon. 

Our final appetizer before the main course was a 
real treat. Jerry’s Famous Buffalo Wings took Gold 
honors in the 2013 Dan’s Best of the Best, North Fork. 
The wings, which are more dry than saucy, balance 
heat with BBQ sweetness. 

There are entrees for seafood lovers and also a “Far 
From the Dock” selection. For a seafood dish, which 
is served with a choice of starch, vegetable fricassee 
and side salad, diners can’t go wrong with the pignoli- 
crusted grouper. The crust gives the tender and 
mild fish a little texture and crunch and the beurre 
blanc lends a subtle buttery flavor. Rice pilaf with 
mushrooms and caramelized Bermuda onions on the 
side are a perfect pairing. For landlubbers, the black 
angus Gorgonzola ribeye with Jerry’s own marinade 
can’t be beat. The marinade draws out the natural 
flavor of the beef—which is unbelievable. 

We were both stuffed after those two excellent 
entrees, but it’s very hard to resist dessert. Jerry 
& the Mermaid’s signature dessert is vanilla ice

cream in a crepe with—the best part—hot fudge. It’s 
like a deconstructed ice cream cone. For a real treat, 
get the apple tart. Because this takes some time to 
prepare, order 15 minutes ahead of finishing dinner. 

Dicecco is Johnson & Wales-trained and has 
experience working in Italy. His father, the first 
“Jerry,” founded the restaurant 20 years ago and 
has retired. It’s clear that he left the place in good 
hands. We were curious about who the “Mermaid” in 
the restaurant’s name was supposed to be. Dicecco 
smiled and explained that his late mother was the 
“original” mermaid, but that his newborn daughter 
now holds the title.

Upright Citizens

n Saturday, November 30, iconic comedy 
troupe The Upright Citizens Brigade (UCB) 
performs at Bay Street Theatre in Sag Harbor. One 
of the pioneering improv companies, UCB has given 
rise to such comedy luminaries as Amy Poehler and 
Ed Helms. Their touring group, UCBTourCo, makes 
its way around the country with a talented cast of 
comedians. Brandon Scott, a Tourco member who 
will be performing at Bay Street, offered some insight 
into the troupe and what the audience can expect. 
“Almost [all of us] start by taking classes here at 
the UCB,” Scott says. “You sort of work your way 
up through the levels, and then there’s a certain 
level in which you're eligible to audition for the 
company.” Students at the Upright Citizens Brigade 
Improvisational and Sketch Comedy Training Center 
start with “Improv 101” and work their way up 
through the carefully planned sequential curriculum. 
Rather than learning how to perform short form 
improvisation—the type of improv you'll find on 
Whose Line Is It Anyway?—students learn long form 
improv, which is more complex but also extremely fun 
for both the audience and the performers. Focusing 
on a structure called the “Harold,” the comedy often 
begins with a suggestion or topic and spirals from 
there, creating a unique evening for the audience. 
“More often than not, [audiences have] seen short 
form improv,” Scott explains. “So what you see is, 
we'll take a suggestion or interview an audience

member and ask them to be 
truthful and honest. We use 
that as inspiration to create 
full scenes. We’re making it up 
off the top of our heads. It’s 
sort of similar to a live play, 
but there are rules we follow 
to guide us.” Scott also notes, 
“100% of the show is unique to 
the night we’re performing it. 
You’re going to see something 
unpredictable. Don’t try to talk 
about the show to your friends, 

because it’s never going to be quite the same.” 

Scott says that audiences often provide great ideas 
and topics, sometimes unwittingly. “We used to ask 
people to come [onstage] and say their worst day, 
which is usually funny, and sometimes people are 
very honest,” Scott says. “We’ve also had people who 
share that they have lost someone or something like 
that, but we find ways to keep going. We’ve had those 
people come up to us afterward and say how fun it 
was.” Of course, not every idea’s a gem. “Sometimes 
you'll ask the audience for a suggestion and get 
‘poop’ or ‘fart,”” Scott laughs. “We’re trained to turn it 
into something funny. As comedians we’re supposed 
to take what we’re getting and give it a unique voice.” 

The UCB’s audience often varies. “My Saturday 
night show [in Manhattan] is a 10:30 p.m. show and 
is mostly 20-somethings or 30-somethings, so we get 
the typical ‘good time’ crowd,” says Scott. “And then

there’s also people who have 
to be at least 70. | remember a 
time | looked into the audience 
and saw a 12-year-old!” 

Scott, originally from 
Maryland, enjoys performing 
in the Hamptons. “I was out 
| there a few years ago. I’m 
| Sexcited to come back. When 
| 31 was out there last, I loved it. 
/8I’m originally from just north 

of Baltimore. I moved [to 

Manhattan] when I was 18 to 
study drama, and after doing that I got involved in 
the UCB.” The TourCo has a large body of performers; 
Scott didn’t perform with the troupe at Guild Hall 
over the summer, noting that the changing casts 
often makes for an interesting show. “When I started, 
I was a bit younger than a lot of the other people; now 
I tour with people I’ve studied with and with some 
people I’ve coached. It’s a nice, healthy grab bag.” 

So, what’s the one thing audiences should know 
about the show at Bay Street Theatre? Scott doesn’t 
have to think long for an answer. “They’re going to 
get a show that has never been done before and will 
never be done again. It’s just for them. That’s the 
main thing. It’s UCB, so everything goes!” °4a_

Why Not Try Leaving the Leaves? 


BY JEANELLE MYERS 


_ My sister said this morning 
| that she has about four feet 
of leaves on her yard. I’m 
sure it seems like four feet. 
I suggested that she remove 


lawn mower. The shredded 
leaves can then be put into the 
shrub, flower and vegetable 
beds. The worms will like them 
and act as a weed barrier. | 
told her to leave them in place 
in the spring, take a pH test of the soil and apply the 
_ appropriate amount of lime. Planting in the vegetable 
garden can be done right through the leaves and they 
will continue to act as a soil feeder and mulch. In my 
opinion, there’s no better mulch unless green grass 
clippings comprise about one third the volume of the 
mass. Shredded leaves can also be kept to be added 
to the compost pile during the winter. 

I raked my leaves yesterday and put them— 
unshredded—into my beds and on the paths between 
the beds. I put down about eight inches of leaves. 
They become about two inches in the spring. Of 
course, today the leaves remaining on the trees are 
falling like snow! 

I also let my gas powered machines run out of gas 
this week before putting them into the shed. I put my 
tools away and had the carwash clean the truck. The 
job was just too overwhelming for one person (me)!

I put my non winter-proof pots 
on skids and covered them with 
tarps. | set the winter-proof ones 
that remain in the garden on feet. 
I covered the fountain with clear 
plastic. 

I’m ready for winter! 

However, I would like to have 
a root cellar to store food for 
winter. My aunts in Nebraska all 
had root cellars. They were caves 
in the ground and their roofs made 
big bumps in the yard. They were wondrous places 
with shelves of canned vegetables, fruits and jams 
and jellies. Carrots and various squashes were stored 
on shelves. There were wooden boxes of white 
potatoes, sweet potatoes, onions, and apples. The 
cellars were cool in summer and above freezing in 
winter. To be sent down there in winter was a treat 
for the young cousins from town. They were also 
used as retreats when tornadoes were threatening. 

When I lived in a loft in the city, | made a winter 
storage place. I put an insulated cupboard-type box 
next to the door and drilled small holes in the door. 
It worked very well for the vegetables I had bought 
at the Union Square Farmers Market. I even stored 
Brussels sprouts in there! 

I also canned tomato sauce and made jams and 
jellies using produce from the farmers market. And, 
unlike the aunts from my childhood, I had a deep 
freeze. | packed it with produce from the farmers 
market. | made a curious sight on Saturday on my

best in the US!), carrots, beets and any other root 
vegetables can be stored in this way. 

My aunts checked the vegetables in the root cellars 
periodically to make sure nothing was rotting. You 
need to do this with the produce in the garage. too. 

My garage stash also includes the bulbs and tubers 
I'm storing for the winter... tuber roses, cannas, 
gladiolas and dahlias. 

I see the chipmunks scurrying around with their 
cheeks bulging and squirrels running madly with 
acorn in their mouths. The winter bird varieties are 
at the feeders. I have cleaned all the clients’ gardens 
and am ready to tuck into the studio! A.

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Restaurant Review: Race Lane

h, Race Lane. A reliably good and welcoming 

restaurant in East Hampton. How is it that I’ve 
stayed away for so long? I haven’t eaten here since 
Executive Chef Nimesh Maharjan took over. Will his 
cooking be as good as the food memories I associate 
with Race Lane? Short answer: “Oh, yeah.” 

The longer answer started with a Race Lane 
Punch, which is a house mocktail, for me. It was 
pretty pink in a tall glass with a slice of Granny 
Smith apple on top and nicely sweet. Though I was 
tempted to indulge in a Moonshine Mojito of Dutch’s 
sugar wash moonshine, muddled lime and mint 
and simple syrup—my husband and I were off to a 
movie after dinner—so I was steering clear of Race 
Lane’s extensive wine list and bar offerings. Local 
beverages include W6lffer and Channing Daughters 
wines by the glass and Montauk Brewing Company’s 
Driftwood Ale. Husband ordered a martini made with 
Hendrick’s gin to start. He found it “ice cold,” and 
was Clearly pleased. 

Of course I ordered the Pumpkin Coconut Bisque. 
With its touches of toasted hazelnuts, fried parsley 
and smooth coconut foam, it was an excellent savory, 
textural mix. 

Onto an amazing octopus dish with tomato confit, 
Kalamata olives, parsley and pickled red chili. It’s 
easy to see why this is one of Race Lane’s top sellers. 
Cut into delicate rounds, it was the best octopus 
I’ve ever eaten. Tender and featuring a lusciousness 
comparable to puttanesca. Husband went with the 


Wolffer white blend to compliment 
this dish. 

The last time I reviewed Race Lane 
a reader emailed me “before” and 
“after” photos of his favorite dish 
there—steak. He recommended it 
highly—so I ordered the steak special 
this time. Perfectly medium rare, this 
is steak exactly as it should be, with 
a fine montepulciano sauce and a 
tasty topping of Good Water Farms’ 
microgreens. Husband was more than 
happy to “help” with this cut. 

Husband indulged in some House 
Rolled Gnocchi with lobster, morels, 
peas and tarragon—served HOT. So 
soft and subtly delish! He exclaimed 
upon his first bite, “Oh! Oh it’s good! 
Wow.” 


He was tempted by the Braised Baby, it’s cozy inside! 


Short Ribs but moved onto Sea Scallops 
with parsnip purée, chanterelle mushrooms and 
tomato served in an inventive manner over hearts of 
palm pylons. The scallops were “like butta,” he said. 
The purée was pure parsnip flavor, a lively taste of 
the fall season. (You know that I snagged a bite.) 
Husband considered indulging in some New York 
State whiskey or a bit of Chartreuse but instead 
enjoyed a goblet of the sweet W6lffer Estate Diosa 
to close this magnificent meal—while I indulged in a 
very tasty Pistachio Semifreddo with whipped cream, 
hazelnut crumbs and berries... 


At $33, | might well return soon for Race Lane’s 
three-course prix fixe. While we were there, the 
crowd was all-ages, couples and families. It’s a 
family sort of restaurant—in great Hamptons style. 
Overseen by the friendly and efficient Rowaida and 
Jay Plumeri, it’s a great place to de-stress. G&

Turkey leftovers are a blessing when paired with 
compatible ingredients. 

Makes 6 to 8 sandwiches 


6 to 8 croissants 
1 1/2 pound thin slices of fresh roast turkey 
2 cups fresh spinach leaves, washed and dried well 


Mayonnaise dressing 
1/3 cup light mayonnaise 


1/4 teaspoon dried oregano 
1 teaspoon grainy Dijon mustard 
Kosher salt and freshly ground pepper to taste 


1. Slice croissants in half. Divide turkey slices 
equally and place on bottom croissant halves. Divide 
spinach leaves equally over the meat. 

2. In a bowl, mix together the mayonnaise, oregano, 
mustard and salt and pepper to taste. Spread the 
mixture equally on top side of croissant halves and 
cover sandwich.

running, pour the sesame seed oil and lime juice 
through the feed tube in a thin steady stream. Add 
several drops of chili oil or pepper flakes to taste. 
If sauce is very thick, add a tablespoon or two of 
water as necessary. The sauce can be stored in the 
refrigerator for up to 1 week. 

2. To cook the noodles, bring a large saucepan of 
salted water to a rapid boil. Put in the noodles and 
cook for 8 to 10 minutes according to the instructions 
on the package. Noodles should be tender and not 
al dente. Drain in a colander and rinse under cold 
water to stop the cooking. Dry noodles well in a clean 
kitchen towel.
